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MEMORANDUM BY THE CHIEF OF NAVAL INTELLIGENCE 
POLITICAL PSYCHOLOGY . 

THE PROBLEM 

To arrange for the production of a comprehensive politieal- 
paychologioal study on the U.S.S.R. 

FACTS

No polltical-peyohologioal study on the U.S,S,R. is now avail¬ 
able. 

Dr. Ladislas Farage, who was assooiated with the U. S. Navy in 
the Payohological Warfare Group .during World War II, and is the au¬ 
thor of "German Psyohologioal Warfare” and "Axis Grand Strategy", 
as well as a comprehensive oompendlum on Japanese Psyohology, has 
informed a representative of the Navy Department of his willingness 
to undertake a comprehensive politioal-^psychologioal study on the 
U.S.S,R. Dr. Farago states that he can complete suoh a study in 
manusoript form about 1 February 1947, and that his fee therefor 
will be nominal. 

DISCUSSION 

Psychological warfare, although new, is now a proven weapon. 

In future wars it can be expeoted to play an even greater role than 
it did in World War II. It is submitted that the experience gained 
through operations in the late confliot can best be exploited and 
the Interest of psychologists in this field sustained by a study of 
the problem here presented. Upon the outbreak of hostilities such 
a study would be an urgent requirement. It would have Immediate 
present value in oonneotion with planning in this field. Since 
this subject is of mutual conoern to the State, War and Navy Depart¬ 
ments, it is believed that C.p.G, is the proper agency to arrange 
for the proposed study. 

CONCLUSION

(a) That C.I.G. negotiate a oontraot with a suitable psychol¬ 
ogist, such as Dr, Ladislas Farago, for the preparation of a oompre 
hensiye polltioal-psychologieal study on the U.S.S.R, 

(b) That the oontraot should provide for payment of the fee 
only upon delivery of the study manuscript to the Government, to¬ 
gether with all rights thereto, 

(o) That the fee for the proposed study be paid out of moneys 
already made available to the C.I.G, by the State,. War and Navy De¬ 
partments . 

(d) That ICAPS be assigned this problem for.study and recom¬ 
mendation. 

(e) That this problem b6 placed on the agenda for discussion 
at the next meeting of the Intelligence Advisory Board. 
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
